Dear Governor Brown: 

We have received a petition to recall you from your elected office pursuant to Article II, Section 18 of 
the Oregon Constitution. A copy of the recall petition statement is enclosed. 

The chief petitioner must collect and submit at least 280,050 valid signatures from active electors not 
later than 5:00 p.m. on October 14, 2019. If sufficient signatures are not submitted by the deadline, 
the recall petition becomes void. If at least 280,050 signatures are submitted, our office will then 
have ten days to complete the signature verification process. 

If the recall petition contains the required number of valid signatures, you will be notified and you 
will have five days to select one of two options. One options is to file form SEL 352 - Statement of 
Justification that allows you to submit a statement of not more than 200 words describing your 
justification for remaining in office. The statement will be included on the recall ballot. Your other 
option is to resign from your elected office effective immediately.

Attached are the templates for your petition to recall Governor Kate Brown. These templates must be 
used to produce cover (SEL 350) and signature sheets for circulation. The Elections Division must make 
all changes to cover and signature sheet templates. 

The recall cover sheet template (SEL 350) and 10 line signature sheet template must be copied or 
printed back to back on a single sheet of white, 8 Vi" x 11" uncoated paper, or equivalent for volunteer 
circulators and single sheet pastel colored, %Vi” x 11" uncoated paper, or equivalent for paid 
circulators. White paper stock must be used to produce all e-sheets. All paid circulators must register 
with the Elections Division prior to circulating. 

We have replicated the cover sheet for readability purposes. Prior to copying the cover and signature 
sheet, back to back, you must sign your name on the line in the middle of the recall cover sheet, just 
above the warning statement. Any variations of the cover and signature sheets must be approved in 
writing by this office prior to circulation. If at any point during this process you decide to not pay 
circulators to gather signatures, you must notify our office by submitting an amended SEL 350 and 
receive updated templates and approval from this office before circulating the amended sheets. 

To begin the approval to circulate process, complete and submit form SEL 322 - Template Modification 
and Approval, indicating weight, style and color of paper along with printed examples of petition 
sheets exactly as intended to circulate. The e-sheet is not required to be submitted for approval but 
may only be distributed after the Elections Division has approved the petition for circulation. 

You must also establish a petition committee by submitting a completed SEL 222 - Statement of 
Organization for Petition Committee and an SEL 223 - Campaign Account Information. The Elections 
Division will not approve the recall petition for circulation until you have established this committee.
